Following the usual methods; the various Police Officers in 
‘fhe Agricultural Areas furnished general Reports respecting each of 
the Hundreds of the State and as a base for these reports, individual 
returns were obtained from roughly 10% of the farmers in each District. 
These Reports numbering about 500 were swojected to analysis and the 
crop eStimated therefrom for the different wheat centres, the aggregate 
of which furnishing the figures for the whole State. 

The estimate made for the Treasurer's Budget in October 
of 1341 bushels per acre is fully supported by the November Reports 
now sumnmarised.- 

There is every promise of the Wheat, Barley, Oaten and Hay 
Crops all yielding satisfactory returns with a present high market 
value for Wheat and Barley. 
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Wacat and Oats show increases of 33,009 and 39,500 acres respectively 
and Barley a decrease of 7,0GO acres.
